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THE CONVENTION. 

At the end of a three days session 
the Republican National convention 
finished their work and adjourned on 
Thursday evening, June 28, 1904.

FIRST USE OF TEA, 


Am Anctent Legend Ascribes It to a 
King of China. 

By whom or when the use of tea for 
drinking purposes was first discovered 
Is lost In antiquity, It ls spoken of as 
a famous herb In Chinese literature as 
far back as 2,000 years B. C., at which 
time its cultivation and classification 
were almost as thorough and eomplete 
as they are today. One of the ancient 
legends says that its virtues were ac 
cldentally learnéd by King Shen Nung 
She, the Chinese monarch who Is also 
known as “the divine husbandman,” 
who, the record says, flourished forty 
centuries ago. He was engaged in boll 
Ing water over a fire made of the 
branches of the tea plant and careless 
ly allowed some of the leaves to fall 
into the pot 

The liquid which he expected to come 
from the vessel simply as sterilized 
water was miraculously converted into 
an elixir of life by the accidental ad 
dition of the tea lenves. Soon after It 
became highly esteemed In all the ort 
ental cities and was used as oa royal 
gift from the Chinese monarchs to the 
potentates of southern and western 
Aala. 

This same King Shen Nung She not 
only earned the title of respect by 
which he was known through the dis 
covery of the virtues of tea, but be 
cause of being the first to teach his 
people how to make and use plows and 
many other Implements of husbandry 


Silkworm fishing Lines, 

A tourist friend who has recently re 
turned from a trip through the south 
of Europe was telling the other day 
of the large proportions assumed by 
the production of silkworm gut for 
fishing lines in Spain since the decline 
of silk culture there. The grub is fed 
on mulberry leaves as usual tn silk 
culture, but before it begins to spin 
that is, in May and June it ie killed 
by Immersion in vinegar The sub 
stance which would have formed the 
cocoon is then drawn out from its body 
in the form of a thick silken thread, 
which is treated with chemicals and 
afterward dried. These threads are 
made up in bundles of a hundred each, 
and the Spanish peasants travel with 
them along the shores of the Mediter 
ranean as far as France. The best 
quality of the gut, as every fisherman 
knows or ought for his own protection 
when shopping to know, Is round. The 
flat shaped article is always inferlor 
and is due, not, as often supposed, to 
careless drawing of it, but to un 
healthiness in the worm which fur- 
nished it.—Forest and Stream 

South Pole Seals, 

Seals, according to the crew of the 
antarctic exploring ship Discovery, are 
abundant near the south pole, They 
are very tame and can be clubbed by 
any one without showing more fight 
than opening thelr jaws and making a 
harsh noise, They are possessed of 
extraordinary vitality and are not easy 
to kill Antarctic seals are not pro 
vided with marketable fur. The skins 
of the majority of seals In the antare 
tic reglons show an extraordinary 
numbe of cicatrices, some old and 
some recent, which for some thne have 
been a puzzle to zoologists. It ts a 
question whether they are the result 
of warfare among the bull seals or are 
caused by attacks of some monster not 
yet known to science. Some light has 
been shed on this subject by the dis 
covery of remains of an ordinary seal 
in the stomach of a sea leopard, which 
is provided with a very ftlerce set of 
teeth, quite In keeping with the pos 
sible habit of feeding on other seals,

In the highest parts of the Caucasus 
mountains, around the Kasbeek region, 
there is a tribe, very tall 
some, Which spenks its own peculiar 
dintect of the Georgian language and 
has its own pecullar customs, differing 
in many ways from those of the 
Tscherkesses, Armenians, Circassians 
and other tribes that dwell in the same 
country.

But they adhere to the claim that 
they are not descended from Asiatic 
races, like the other tribes, but that 
their ancestors were German knights 
who had gone to the crusades and who, 
after the disastrous end of the Inst 
erusade, had been driven Into the wild 
valleys of the Caucasus, whence it was 
impossible for them to. win thelr way 
out and bomeward owing to the vig 
ilance of the Moslem foe, So at Inst 
they settled down and took wives 
Among the Caucasus mountain women, 
who have always been noted for thetr 
benuty,

THE WORD LIVERY. 


It Originally Meant Something De- 
livered or Freely Given. 

Our word livery Is derived, through 
the French, from the Latin liberare, to 
deliver, Hence a livery originally 
meant something delivered or freely 
given, and came to be applied to an 
allowance of food or clothes. 

From Norman times an English no- 
bleman allotted a fixed “livery” of 
bread, wine and candles to his servants 
for their private use, A remnant of 
this system still survives at Oxford 
and Cambridge, where the fellows of a 
college are entitled to a daily allow 
ance of food called “commons,” 

An allowance of provender for a 
horse was also called a livery, and a 
horse fed and groomed for its owner 
at a fixed charge was sald to be “at 
livery.” 

In the middle ages “livery"’ was worn 
by any one who was in any sense In 
the service of another of superior rank 
or station, 

The trading companies of the ceity of 
London used to provide a spectal attire 
for their freemen, who became known 
as liverymen, a tithe which they still 
retain. 


CIRCULATING LIBRARIES, 


They Were Started by the Stationers 
of the Middle Agen. 

The earliest form of circulating I 
brary was the lending out of books for 
hire by stationers of the middle ages, 
but this wus of very limited extent. 
In the relgn of Henry IV, Richard of 
Bury, bishop of Durham, left his valu- 
able Hbrary fer the use of Oxford stu 
dents. Two provisions are very prac- 
tical, one being that no book was to go 
into clreulation unless there 
duplicate; the other, that the borrower 
had to deposit security exceeding the 
value of the book, 

Dunfermline, Scotland, 
the first proper library of this deserip- 
tion tn 1711, Edinburgh following in 
1725 with one founded by Allen Ram 
gay. The first public one in Knogland 
was established in Salisbury by a 
clergyman, Fancourt, In 1740. This 
failed to survive, but cihers in Bath, 
and at London in the Strand, succeed- 
ed in becoming popular. Many London 
scientific societies established circulat- 
{ng libraries in the eighteenth century, 
and in the nineteenth they became far 
more widely spread.—London Globe.

BIRTH OF THE BUS, 


This Class of Vehicle First Appeared 
In Paris In 1602,

MARINE TURBINES.

The practical advantages of turbines

In a turbine there is nothing to wear 
out. The only parts subjected to fric- 
tion are the bearings at the extremities 
of the spindle, but these run in oil and 
after yeurs of constant service show no 
wear. Parsons’ turbine plants of 400 
horsepower and 1,800 horsepower, 
which have been driving electric gener 
Ators for years, have not yet 
penny for repairs.

Origin of Dat Nippon, According to 
Shinto Mythology. 
According to the Shinto mythology, 
in the beginning chaos reigned, and in 
it were contained the germs of all 
things. From chaos was evolved a 
race of heavenly beings termed ‘“ce- 
lestial kami,’ of whom I[zanagi, a 
male, and Izanami, a female, were the 

last. 

These two were instructed by the 
other deities to descend from heaven 
and beget islands, and to help them 
on their mission they were presented 
Standing on a 
bridge floating In the ether, they reach- 
ed down and stirred the brine and then 
drew up the spear. The brine that 
dripped from this weapon was heaped

The first of these was Hirugo, but as 
{t did not meet with the approval of 
the deities It was put into a boat and 
allowed to float away. The next was 
the island of Awa, and so in succession 
were produced the remaining Islands 
of the archipelago, now termed by 
Europeans “Japan,” but by the Japa- 
nese themselves “Dal Nippon,” “The 
Great Sunrise.”

sinughter possessed by the point as 
compared with the edge. They ae 


cordingly reduced the breadth of thetr 
sword, modified the hilt portion there 
of to admit of a readier thrust action 
and relegated the cut to quite a second 
ary position In thelr system. With this 
lighter weapon they devised in course 
of time that brilliant, cunning, catlike 
play known as rapler fence. 

The rapler was ultimately adopted 
everywhere by men of courtly habit, 
but in England at least It was not

In the Black forest of Germany is the 
little elty of Freudenstadt, with about 
7,000 inhabitants, a busy Industrial 
place with iron and chemical works of 
some lmportance 

Small as it is, Freudenstadt ts a full 
fledged city, with a mayor, aldermen, 
balf a dozen policemen and a fire en 
gine. The public business Is conduct 
ed on an economical basis, and the to 
tal expenses do not exceed £5,000 in a 
year. 

Freudenstadt has the distinction of 
being the ouly city in Germany and 
perhaps in the world which not 
tax the citizens a shilling for munici 
pal expense The yearly net revenue 
from the public property covers all the 
expenditure, 

This property consists of about 6,000 
acres of fine forest, which, being man 
aged under the best forestry methods, 
is 4 permanent source of income, One 
or more trees are planted for every one 
that is cut down. No tree is cut till it 
can yleld the maximum profit. 

After deducting all the expenses of 
the industry the annual profit to the 
acre is about £1.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Eprror oF Wonurn Journat: Kindly 
permit me a littie space in your valu- 
able JOURNAL to ventilate some matters 
that I think the tax payers otf Woburn 
have got to look square in the face and 
take some action on to prevent Woburn 
falling into still greater disgrace than it 
is now suffering from. IT don’t think 
there is a single tax payer that can feel 


satisfied with the way most of the 
officials are conducting matters. 
On this occasion want to pay my 


respects to the Board of Public Works. 
My experience with this Board, as now 
composed, justifies one in thinking ite 
title is a misnomer, as it is simply a 
Board ot , and to awaken them toa 
sense of their duty is as useless as to 
Address a graven image. 

On the 2%rd of January 1904, I addressed 
the Chairman of this Board, a courteous 
letter calling his attention to a condition 
of things on Pleasant street, that if not 
ittended to would cause considerable 
inconvenience and probably damage. To 
this communication I received no reply. 
Chis did not surprise me however, for 
how can one expect, where there 18 
such inefficiency, anything like a little 
decency. 

After a while I called at the office, to 
wscertain what was being done in the 
matter, and the Clerk of the Board in- 
formed me that my letter had been 
referred to the Superintendent of Streets. 
He appeared to be surprised that nothing 
had been done in the matter; and 
promised to call this person’s attention 
to it again. Waiting a reasonable length 
of time, I finally called this Superinten- 


dent of Streets up on the telephone, and 


he promised to look into the matter, 
hut it resulted in nothing being done. 
Some three weeks ago, after the heavy 
atorm, I found that in front of my resi- 
dence a goodly portion of the floating 
road bed of this official’s construction 
‘ast summer, with all the catch basins 
in the neighborbood choked up with 
some more of it. Realizing that another 
heavy storm would cause the flooding of 


the grounds, IT called at the Board of 
Public Works and drew the Clerk's 
ittention to the condition of matters, 


ind he made note of it promising to call 
the attention of the Superintendent of 
Streets to it, which I have no doubt he 
did. Twice have I called this same de- 
partment up on the telephone, and the 
same gentlemanly young man informed 
me that he had called attention to the 
matter as promised and would do so 
iain. Still nothing has been done. 

When they were laying the material 
for this floating road bed, last summer, 
ind while that portion of it was being 
\aid in front of my residence, I happened 
to be confined to my residence for a 
week with an injury I had received, so 
[ had occasion to be an eye witness 
during that period of the scandalous 
waste of the public treasury. The men 
that were employed were the laziest lot 
of workmen I ever saw handle a pick or 
t shovel, and the work they accom- 
plished in a day could be done by 
ictive men in two hours. Five or six 
men would be employed distributing a 
joad of material, and then they would 
have to wait fifteen or twenty minutes 
for another load. The steam roller did 
not accomplish one third of what it was 
capable of doing. I am _ positive the 
vost, per square yard, of this job could 
it be ascertained, would be found to be 
twice or three times what an honest 
sontractor would have charged, and 
Woburn would have a good road bed 
to-day. 

Look at its condition after a year’s 
usage! If the Heavens don’t let up in 
the matter of rains, there will be little 


f the road bed left by this time next 
year. 
Another matter I would like to call 


tttention to, and that is the disgraceful 
manner in which the streets are watered. 


{t is simply a farce, and money thrown 
iway. Days and days that the streets 
should be watered they are neglected, 


ind when the water-cart passes it 1s at 
4 speed that will not permit of the work 
being done properly, and half an hour 


Uter it has passed there are no signs 
whatever, from the appearance of the 
streets, that they have been watered. 


With the speed that the trolley cars and 
autos are permitted to pass over Pleasant 
street and the dust arising therefrom is 
simply unbearable. Instead of matters 
improving by complaining, they seem to 
zrow worse, and if the tax payers of 
Woburn do not awaken to a realization 
of their duty, property in Woburn will 
continue to decrease in value, until it is 
worth little or nothing. 

Look at the reputation Woburn has 
amongst Boston real estate agents. Go 
to them with a piece of Woburn property 
for sale, or to let, and see what a recep 
tion you will get. 
entertain the matter when 
Woburn. 

There is an indifference and shameful 
negligence on the part of most of those 
who have control of the city affairs, that 


you mention 


means rulnation to it, Something must 
be done and that speedily. There has 
got to be an up-heaval and a clearing 


out of the whole gang, root and branch. 
Every tax payer has got to sink all 
political feeling, and united action for 
the purpose of an honest administration 
of the affairs of the city must be their 
sole object.

The Health Department of New York 
has seized & quantity of so-called cheap 
baking powder, which it found in that 
city. Attention was attracted to it by 
the low price at which it was being 
sold in the department stores. Samples 
were taken and the chemist of the 
Health Depirtment reported the stuff to 
be “an alum powder,’ which analysis 
showed to be composed chietly of alum 
and pulverized rock. 

The powder was declared to be dan 
gerous to health, and several thousand 
pounds were carted to the offal dock 
and destroyed,

The Secret of the Color In One ot

OPEN AIR STATE JAIL. 


Primitive Plince of Confinement In 
Montenegro, 

The open air state jall of Cettinje 
Montenegro, is unique in Europe.

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RELIC FROM THE STONE AGE 


A Body From the Prehistoric Rary- 
Ing Pinces of Engtand. 

Somersetshire, England,

of prehistoric Long ny agro, 
when the elephant and rhinoceros, the 
lion and bear, the hyena and wolf, the 
yreat elk and the reindeer were among 
the common animals of Englind, prim 
{tive man and savage beasts lived in 
eaves In this region 

At the entrance these caves the 
aborigines, cind In skins, kept fires 
burning for warmth and for protection 
from the wild bensts. It was here that 
they made flint hatehets, knives and 
arrowheads. Not long ago a trench 
wus being dug within the mouth of one 
of these caves for the purpose of drain 
ing. 

It was found necessary to break up a 
stalagmite floor of two thick layers 
Retween the Inyers was a deposit of 
cave earth and stones, In which was 
discovered the skeleton of a man of 
very grent antiquity In an excellent 
state of preservation. With it were 
found several filnt knives and flakes 
Experts who made a careful examina 
tion of the skull, which has projecting 
brows and receding frontal bone, have 
decided that it belongs to the stone age 
and is of a type intermediate between 
the paleolithic and neolithle ages. 

Apparently the body had been placed 
in a small passage leading off from the 
great passages to the stalactite caves 
and had been prevented from disturb- 
ance by stones piled around it. The 
stilagmite floor had formed over it all, 
effectually preserving It to the present 
day.—Harper's Weekly.

Showers 


It appears that rain fall from 
a cloudless sky. This fs true of a thin 
drizzle which falls In France, known 
as “serein.” As the atmosphere looks 
quite clear when it falls, the probabil 
ity is all in favor of the moistrre hav 
ing been brought by the wind 
great elevation. In the Island of Mau 
ritius the phenomenon fs by no means 
uncommon during the prevalence of 
southeast winds, slight showers fall 
ing in cloudless when the 
stars are shining brightly, There the 
rain is thought to be due to Invisible 
vapor In the reaches of the at 
mosphere, being Bondensed at once and 
falling in drops without passing 
through the Intermediate stage of 
cloud, Ross said that In the south At 
lantie It roned on one occasion for 
upward ef an hour while the sky was 
altogether free from clouds. Says a 
Genoese naturalist, “The night was 
clear, the stars were shining with 
their accustomed brilliancy, when a 
shower of rain, consisting of large 
lukewarm drops, fell during six min 
utes upon the town.” A similar view 
Was once observed at Constantine, In 
Algeria, about noon, the sky being all 
the time a splendid blue. Some be 
Neve that these showers are the result 
of particles of ice formed in the high- 
er regions melting and falling, while 
otbers attribute them to currents of 
warm and cold air traveling in oppo- 
site directions, with the result that 
the latter condenses some of the mols- 
ture in the former and causes It to 
fall.

The Other Side. 


Epitor Wonvurn Journarn: I have 
read with much interest the astute and 
jsubtie article on the anbject of sewers, 

printed as an editorial in your last issue. 
iN man can know as much as the writer 
of that production shows that he 
knows, without knowing much that he 
doesn’t. think fit to say in this connec 
tion. The purport of the writing is to} 
|make the people feel that if a sewer 
assessment were made at this time, it 
would be inequitable and, that certain 
properties would be twice taxed for the 
same purpose, without compensating 
benefits 

It 18 no new statement to say that no 
entirely satisfactory system of levying a 
sewer assessment has yet been devised, 
The same may be said of any form of 
taxation by which revenue is raised, It 
always works injustice and hardship in 
some instances. Is it just and fair that 
my unimproved real estate should be 
taxed the same price per front foot for 
street watering as my neighbor's resi- 
dential property? To me, the watering 
is worthless, to him, it is almost a 
necessity. Is it just and fair that a man 
of modest income, who has put practi- 
cally a life’s savings into his own home- 
stead, should be taxed on a valuation, 
sometimes exceeding the price for which 
ne is willing to sell it, while some 8o- 
called shrewd fellow-citizen, possessed 
of large means, is enabled to so place 
his holdings that they cannot or are not 
reached by the Assessor? 

These iltustrations, drawn from the 
two most common sources of taxation 
here in Woburn, can be duplicated 
many, many times to the mind of any 
thoughtful man; but the fact that in- 
justice is sometimes worked does not 
ind should not stop us from raising 
revenue according to the best laws 
which we can frame 

Let us take up the 
your writer, who truly states 
first sewer loan of $5,000, 
heen paid in full by 
Let me ask, Who paid it? Not simply 
he abutter or the property which 
received the benefits, but also the farmer 
in Button-End, the resident of North 
Woburn and the garden truck man of 
the West Side, whose property in all 
ikelihood will, within the next fifty 
years, never be within a mile of the 
sewer aystem. If this is not class legis 
lation, I fail to understand the phrase, 
and it has astonished me that the 
general public of Woburn, who have 
been so long unjustly taxed for these 
specific and particular benefits, should 
be so quiescent.

taxed thousands for Metropolitan Park 
improvements, which we did not get, 
aud yet are doing the same thing by a 
large part of our own people. 

What is the solution? Is it not to 
make as just and equitable a sewer 
issessment as the local conditions neces- 
sitate, and as the money comes in, apply 
it to meet that portion of the unpaid 
sewer debt which is constantly matur- 
ing, and if the same should be in excess 
if this, devote it to some general need? 
In this way, the general taxation will 
not be further loaded with the large 
sums which have annually been in the 
budget to meet the maturing sewer 
debt, and the final settlement of this 
sewer bill will be placed where it 
belongs, that is, largely on the shoul- 
ders of those who receive the particular 
benefit. It is, of course, understood by 
ill of your readers that general legista- 
tion does not permit the sole cost 
eoming on abutters. 

Is the writer of your article aware 
that in advising the City Council to lay 
no assessment, he is inciting to law 
breaking, for the Statutes very clearly 
preseribe that they shall make an assess- 
ment, As to the most equitable fashion 
in which to do this, IT may have some- 
thing to say later.

Party “Fathers” Left Us. 
[From the Honesdale (Pa.) Citizen.) 
Mayor McClellan of New York city 
'n his speech at the Democratie har 
nony banquet early in the year said 


“The people will trust the Democracy | 


today if It but prowes that it has kept 
unsullfed the heritage of the fathers.” 
There is no difficulty In proving that 
yn various Important points this her! 
tage has heen faithfully kept 


When the Democratic party retired 


from power tn 1841, after having con 


trolied the government for twelve! 
years under the administrations of 
Jackson and Van Buren, it left the 


country a heritage of Industrial pros 


trution, due to the practical free trade 


arising from the sliding scale redue 
tions of the tariff of 1833 and of finan- 
celal wrec®, coupled with wildeat bank 
ing, resulting from the panic of 1837 

Under the Whig tariff of 1842 indus 
try revived, but the Democracy, re 


gaining power in 1844, restored the 
heritage of free trade by the Walker 


tariff of 1846. Disaster followed, and 
in IS48 the party was again shorn of 
power 

In 1852 and again in 1856 the Demo 
cratic party was successful Follow 


ing the latter victory its heritage of 
free trade was enlarged by the tariff} 


net of 1857, with its horizontal reduc 
tions of 20 per cent. Nine months 
later the result of this Was set forth 
by the Democratle secretary of the 
treasury and president. Said Secretary 
Cobb tn his first annual report Dec 
1857 

“Simultaneously with this act going 
into operation the country is subjected 
to a digustrous revulsion.” 

Sald President Buchanan in his first 
annual message to congress Dec, 8&8, 
1857: 

“Uur country, In its monetary inter 
ee, is at the present moment In a de 
plorable condition, We find our manu 
factures suspended, our public works 
retarded, our private enterprises of 
different kinds abandoned and thou 
sands of useful laborers thrown out of 
employment and reduced to want.” 


Thus was the heritage of distress} 


created by the Democracy in 1837 re 


stored twenty years later. In our large | 


cities only the charity soup kitchen 
stood between the poor man and star 
vation. 

Debt was soon added to distress, and 
the Democratle heritage of the Mexi 
can war debt, then standing at more 


than $25,000,000, was rapidly enlarged. | 
Loan followed loan until the public | 


debt rose from $25,165,154.51 to $90, 
5SO,8T3.72 In the meantime the in 
dustrial and financtal interests of the 
country continued and suffered from 
the depression that began in 1857 

In 1803 the Democracy again acquir 
ed control of the government, and once 
more the Democratic heritage of dis 
tress und debt was restored to the peo 
ple. The heritage of distress opened 
with the wreck of financial Interests 
throughout the country, followed, un 
der the sugar trust tariff, by general 
industrial prostration. Again the char 
ity soup kitchen had its Innings among 


the workingmen of our cities. At the | 


siime time the heritage of debt under 
went an expansion far beyond that un 


der Buchanan's administration. Loan | 


aguin followed loan until § 315,400 


was added to the public debt. This was 


the heritage left to the country when | 
the last Democratic president retired | 


from office In 1807 


So much, at least, of the heritage of | 


the Democratic fathers has been faith 


fully kept, and today the people can | 


trust the Democracy, {if it regains 
power, to restore the heritage of finan 
celal collapse, industrial prostratien, the 
charity soup kitchen, failing revenues 
and increase of the public debt for 
current expenses in time of peace, 
which have been couspicuous products 
of Democratic rule.
